~ but Heroding Herod. 

Some time yesterday a seedy individual 
wag seen to creep along very mysteriously, 
with a cylindrical parcel under his arm 
bearing a close resemblance to a roll of 
newspapers. His suspicious movements 
and appearance attracted the attention of 
one of the " metropolitans." Watching for a 
chance when he supposed himself unob- 
served, the seedy individual suddenly un- 
rolled the scroll, which turned out to be a 
bundle of placards, purporting to be the ad- 
dress of Mr. Treasurer Gordon to the elec- 
tors of Esquimalt. Whilst sticking up the 
placnrd the " metropolitan'' nabbed one, but 
could come to no other conclusion than that 
it was a base attempt to injure the fame 
and good name of the lately gazetted Chan- 
cellor of our Exchequer. Presuming that 
the "Colonist" knew* everything, one of 
Ihe placards was immediately placed before 
us to discover whether it was genuine. In- 
quiries were immediately instituted, and to 
our astonishment it proved to be genuine, 
and that the seedy individual with the mys- 
terious air and the singular scroll, was found 
to have been engaged specially to post up, 
and circulate the address of Mr. G. T. Gor- 
don. 

As a journalist we felt in some degree 
bound to publish the literary curiosity; but 
on further consideration, fearful lest the 
shock would be too great for weak nerves, 
we decided to publish it in slices. Here is 
one. After soliciting the suffrages of the 
Elector-, Mr. Gordon says : " 1 have been en- 
abled to serve yo r interest' to some extent 
during the present Session by obtaining the ex- 
penditure of a large proportion of the 
proposed loan of £20,000 «po» the de- 
velopement of Esquimalt." As a liter- 
ary curiosity, the sentence is worth pre- 
serving. But when w e ask has any one 
heard of a loan before? has it been broach- 
ed in the Assembly, the only place where 
it can originate? — the universal response 
is that no one except Mr. Gordon himself— 
Mr. Gordon, the astute financier— ever 
dreamed of a loan. But it is not merely an 
idle dream ; it is a snare to entrap the Elec- 
tors of Esquimalt. Of what use is Mr. 
Cary's bill to impose a tax of one percent, on 
all real estate in the colony, if it is proposed 
to borrow £20,000 1 But that tax is not the 
only one. There are to be licenses on the 
sale of liquors, merchandise, billiards, etc 
There is also to be a revenue derived from 
the sales of land ; for Cuslom House fees; 
from postage ; and from the Courts. What 
then is to be done with these imposts, if 
we are to borrow £20,000? Is it not sheer 
nonsense ? Is it not plain that our fir«t Lord 
of the Treasury has introduced a proposed 
loan— mark you — into hi» address merely to 
delude tho people? When His Excel- 
lency submitted the estimates all that 
he asked the Assembly to grant was 
about £2500. Since then the Obstruclives 
have voted about £16,000, or 580,000, to be 
raised by direct and indirect taxes. And 
yet, Mr. Treasurer Gordon is going to do 
wonders for Esquimalt with a proposed loan 
of £10,000 more ! Men may well wonder 
at his presumption. Were he treating the 
public to a farce, such nn assertion as we 
have extracted|would be properly received, 
and perhaps a discriminating public would 
say " he is an excellent buffoon." Choos- 
ing, however, to address the electors as a fit 
man to bo returned to the Assornbly, wo 
cannot but viow this attempt to gull the 
public as highly discreditable to him and 
all the parties concerned. \Vu do conluss 
that the proposed loan— a thing without 
foundation— will sink Mr. Gordon lower in 
public estimation than anything his politi- 
cal opponents could over have conceived. 

House or AsskmdLT.— This body met 
yesterday, nt 3 o'clock. The Gas Commit- 
tue reported against the bill to incorporate 
tho Victoriu Gas Company. The House 
went into Committee of the Wholo on the 
bill to improvo tho streets of Victoria; after 
the puMoga of several clauses of which, the 
committee rose and reported progreaa, and 

the House adjourned till to-day, at :) o'clock.

Arrival of the Bark Grecian. — The 
bark Grecian, Miller, arrived on Sunday, 
from London, via Honolulu in 196 days, 
bringing a large cargo of assorted merchan- 
dise and seven passengers. The passengers 
and crew ipeak in tho severest terms of the 
conduct of Captain Miller during the voyage, 
and allege that he was drunk the greater 
part of the time. When the vessel was at 
Honolulu, the British Consul, hearing of the 
conduct of the captain, ordered him to throw 
overboard all his liquor, which he pretended 
to do ; but before the vessel was twenty- 
four hours out of Honolulu, he was again 
intoxicated. On Sunday, the 21st of July, 
the first mate, Mr. Hood, mustered the pas- 
sengers and crew, and it was resolved that 
the captain's cabin should be searched, and 
the liquor therein seized ; which was done 
Two casks of ale, two casks of porter, and- 
six dozen and a-half of sherry wine, were 
found in his possession. The same day 
the water-tank was found to be leaking and 
they were all placed on a short allowance 
of water, and ale or porter, which was con- 
tinued until the vessel reached the outer 
harbor, when a bountiful supply of Adam's 
ale was obtained, and thankfully drank by 
the thirsty people. We understand that a 
judicial investigation will be immediately 
instituted. Several of the passengers, with 
whom we have conversed, speak in terms of 
tho highest praiso of the conduct of Mr. 
Hood, the first officer ; while they deprecate 
that of the Captain in unmeasured terms. 

The Case of Piracy.— We alluded, 
about ten days ago, to the arrest of a Hydah 
Indian named "Jim," on suspicion of hav- 
ing murdered the crews and burned the 
schooners Helen Maria, and Blue Wing, 
about eighteen months ago on Puget Sound. 
A few day* after the publication of our ar- 
ticle Col. B. T. Anderson, U. S. Attorney 
General for Washington Territory, arrived 
in town, and gathered such information as 
he could obtain in regard to the affair, and 
learned almost to a certainty that "Jim," 
with several others, had been concerned in 
tho act of piracy. Steps were immediately 
taken to procure ihe arrest of the suspected 
parties, bill owing to no requisition having 
come to hand from the Acting Governor of 
Washington Territory, nothing was done. 
On Saturday last, however, a requisition ar- 
rived from Olympia, and was immediately 
placed in the hands of Governor Douglas 
by D. K. Ring, Esq. Yesterday the whole 
matter was referred to Attorney General 
Cary, who will give his decision, as to 
whether the Indian can be legally arrested 
or not, to-day. An Indian woman was 
brought down from New Westminster on 
Saturday evening, and lodged in jaii, as a 
witness in the case. " Jim" is said to have 
started for the North on Saturday evening. 

Stripped or ins Clothing.— On Sunday 
night we saw a sailor belonging to the To- 
paze promenading Johnson street, accom- 
panied by an Indian, stripped of all his 
clothing, save a blue shirt. He stated that 
he had fallen asleep on the other side of the 
bridge on the Esquimalt road, and that while 
lying there he had been robbed of all his 
clothing, leaving him nothing but his shirt 
with which to cover his nakedness. This 
rhould be a warning to all passers by that 
way, especially if they be under the influ- 
ence of King Alcohol- 

Accident to the " Termao ant.''— O n 
Friday last, H. M. S. Termagant, whilo on 
her way from Nanaimo for this port, struck 
a rock in the Plumper Pass, and sustained 
considerable damage. The Plumper came 
down from Nanaimo on Saturday, and after 
obtaining a number of hands to assist the 
disabled vessel, started back. Wo learned 
last evening that tho Termagant had suc- 
ceeded in returning to Nanaimo, where b1i 
was beached, and is undergoing repairs. 

Down with It.— Workmen commenced 
yesterday tearing down the Hudson Bay 
Company's bastion in the rear of Mr. Dallas' 
house. The fervent hopo of tho people is 
that the work will bo continued until the 
wholo range of unsightly pickets is leveled 
with the g round. 

THB Departing Siwasiies.— Tho Hy- 
dahs that left on Saturday lor Queen Char- 
lotte Island, camped the same night „n 
Discovery Island, and the next day pro- 
ceeded on their way north. It is thought 
they will perpetrate no deeds of violence on 
their way urh 

The Government Assay Office— The 
Government Assay Olfico at New West- 
minster is In full blast. On Saturday last, 
threo bars arrived by the Hunt which Were 
turned out at that establishment. On of 
tho bars is valued at about $1400. 

Esquimalt Town Election.— This Elec- 
tion will take place on Fiiday and Saturday 
next. On Friday, at nino o'clock, tho nomi- 
nation will lake place. If a poll bo de- 
manded, then a poll will be opened on Sat-

To the Electors of Esquimalt. 
Gentlemk* :— Mr. Geo. T. Gordon, the 
gentleman vvho has been your nominal re- 
presentative in the Legislative Assembly, 
since last election, having been appointed 
to the responsible office of Treasurer of the 
colony of Vancouver Island, is before you 
again »» a candidate for re-election. In his 
address to you, the electors, he refers, with 
no small degree of self-congratulation, to 
the fact that he has been of some little ser- 
vice to you aa --our representative, but in 
what particular instance ho is very careful 
jioi to say! Why? Because, gentlemen, 
having been so busily engaged fishing for 
the Treasurership— worming himself by 
means of the most pitiable subserviency, 
into a position where he could obtain an 
easy subsistence from the Government crib, 
at your expense— he had no time to devote 
to your interests or the improvement of 
Esquimalt. His reference to the apportion- 
ment of a share of £20,000— money not yet 
obtained, and probably never will be— is too 
hollow a pretension ;o merit the slightest 
consideration- He certainly must entertain 
very peculiar notions in reference to the in- 
telligence of the people of Esquimalt, if he 
supposes they will swallow that bait. As 
your representative he has not been instru- 
mental either directly or indirectly, in 
furthering your interests one iola, and elect 
him again »nd you may confidently antici- 
pate similar treatment. 

Could you but refer to the Journal of the 
House, you would probably find that your 
interests have been systematically neglect- 
ed and that you have had tho misfortune to 
be represented by a person without legisla- 
tive ability, minus personal independence, 
and "'hose mind and actions, from first to 
last, have been kept in leading-strings, sub- 
ject to the Will of another, whose nod to 
him was In"', and whose commands he dare 
not disobev. Now, gentlemen, if this was 
his character before he got die Treasurership, 
what may you look for in future ! Do you 
expect political independence from a man 
in his position? Do you suppose that he 
dare stand up in the House and contend for 
your rights and privileges, in opposition to 
the will of a higher power, and risk thereby 
the chances of losing £400 a year ? Do not 
flatter yourselves that he will do anything 
of the kind. If you re-elect him, it will not 
be W represent you, but to be the obedient 
tool of a faction, whose object is not to pro- 
mole the welfare of Esquimalt, nor the gen- 
eral interests of the colony, but to seek their 
own individual aggrandizement, at the pub- 
lic expense. Finally, gentlemen, I would 
say, in Mr. Goi don's own words, " Look 
well to the man you return, and befure you 
decide ascertain, if you can, what return will 
be asked for the support afforded to the can- 
didate."

LATER FROM ROCK CREEK. 

The steamer Wilson G. Hur/t, Captain 
Welch, arrived from New Westminster 
about seven o'clock on Saturday evening. 
Ballou's Express brought down 822,000 ; in 
, private hands, S28.000. Total, 550,000 in 
dust. The number of passengers was 24 J 
only eight miners came down. H. Lee 
Alley, Esq., of Ballou's Express Company, 
has furnished us with the following interest- 
ing items : 

Some new diggings have been struck 
sixty miles baok'of Fort Hope, on the new 
trail, which pay S4 per day to the hand. 
They are bench and bar diggings. 

Ten miles of tho trail from Hope is com- 
Dieted, making as good a wagon-road as 
"the road from Victoria to Esquimalt. Sev- 
eral letters have been teceived from reliable 
parties at work at the Similkameen ininee 
saying they are doing well, making from an 
ounce to six ounces per day there. 

Not much doing at Alexander. Flour 
selling there for 22c which cost 5fic laid 
there. Miners buy grub there at about their 
own price. At the mouth of Canal river 
miners are generally doing very well. Three 
men took out there S(i,000 in three weeks. 
At Cariboo mines, miners are waiting fir 
the stream to fall, when they anticipate "big 
licks." Some now make S2 per day, by 
digsing under water with their shovels. 

Two Indians, while under the influence of 
rot-gut whisky, got to fighting on Puget 
Sound Bar, when one shot the other in tho 
head. 

There are several parties at Hope prepar- 
ing to start for Similkameen. 

Business at Yale is very dull. Col. Momly 
left Yalo for Lytton on the 2d instant. 

At the forks of Thompson River July 4th, 
a miner was robbed of S400. 

Chinamen are settling all along the banks 
•of the Fraser between Hope and Yale and 
also on the banks of the canon ; but how 
much they make is more than white man 
can shabbe. 

A thunder storm came off in grand style, 
,at Hope on the 31st ult., accompanied by 
heavy showers of rain. 

The blastinsr on the trail from Yale up 
has been delayed for want of blasting 
powder. 

The following item is from the A'. W. 
Times : With all the drawbacks of the upper 
country, wo find t»y the latest express that 
u now mining locality had been found about 
sixteen miles above Alexander, on the 
Fraser river. This is the second rich bar 
that has been discovered in this region 
.during the last three weeks. Miners were 
coining down the river in great numbers to 
Alexandria fur their supplies; one com- 
pany alone had purcuased S 1 ,000 worth of 
provisions. Tue jield of gold was exceed- 
ingly high— rich deposits boing obtained at 
intervals in the crevices. 



Later From Rock Crack. 

We have received the following letter 
from Mr. E. Crockett, a gentleman well 
.known to many of our residents, who has 
just returned from the Rock Creek mini s. It 
•will give parlies desirous of vioitiug the 
!.•:••> lity named a correct idea of the country. 
V , shall be glad to hear from Mr. C. as 
otten as convenient. 

Editor Bhitish Colonist :— According 
to the promise made m my last letter, 1 
now set down to give you a brief sketch of 
the Rock Creek mines, mid what I saw 
there. We were nine days in reaching them 
from Fort Hope (walking ourselves and 
packing our traps 03 a horse.) I calculate 
the distance to be near 200 miles; found 
tho trail very bad over Manson's and other 
•mountains; for the rest of the way it was 
quite good. 

THB MINKS — BOWTHBY PAY. 

Found the mines on Rock Creek paying 
very well; but only a few claims fairly 
opened. Several persons told trie they were 
averaging from 88 to $16 per day to the 
hand. Mr. Robert White, ( .veil known in 
Hope) told me that he lias not got to the 
bed-rock vet, but was making $8 per day in 
his pay dirt, and expected to do much bet- 
ter when he got to the bed-iock. McGal- 
I i lea -& Co., 'who have a claim on Mack's, 
flat about five miles above where they are 
doing any sluicing,) on the 2-lih of July, 
while I was present, struck a very good 
prospect. Mr. McDonnell, my companion, 
washed a shovelful of dirt and got one piece 
that weighed a dollar, besides a little line 
gold. 

THE DARK BIOS or TIIF. PICTURE, 
The above is the bright side of llio pic- 
ture; here is a little on the dark side: Tho 
creek has probably tifty sluico-heads of wa- 
ter, and appears to bo along one, but in my 
opinion the amount of paying ground is 
rather limited. I saw about seven miles ot 
the stream, which for two-thirds of that dia- 
laooe, passed through a canon so narrow 
that very little gold would be likely to bo 
deposited in the channel, and fiom the pros- 
peels got in such places on the creek, I 
think much of this ground will not pay the 
expense of opening. Besides, some ot the 
claims that are paying well, will not last, 
morn than six months, although many aro 
good for two years, steady work. 

A QOLD COUNTRY. 
Tho country fur many miles around Rock 
Creek looks very favorable for a mining soc- 
||on — much more so than any part of tho 
Fraser Kivor diggings that I am acquainted 
with ; in fact on all tho route from Illackoyo 
Portage to Rock Creek, favorable signs of 
gold aro to bo mot with, such as red earth, 

quartz, blaok sand, etc, Tho banks of the 

Similkameen in some places are literally 
lined W»'.b th" latter article. Miners aro 
doing well on tho lowur pu't of tho stioani, 
and expect to do much hotter when mo .v.-— 
fall* 



TUB GOVERNMENT PROSPECTING PARTY. 

The government party are prospecting 
about 75 miles above where any regular 
mining operations are going on. Their pros- 
pects r.re very good. Mr. Lniiikin, who is 
one of the party and a very reliable man, 
told me that they had found dirt that would 
average at least seven cents to the pan. 
Their best prospects were taken from Alli- 
son's Fork, (named in honor of Capt. Allison, 
leader of the party). This stream puts into 
the Similkameen from the south, and is ap- 
parently the larger stream at the junction. 
Mr. L. told me that they got a very good 
prospect on a small piece of bed-rock which 
they laid bare. On tho night of the 27th 
July, I slept at their camp; that day two of 
the nnrty washed 70 pans of dirt on Allison's 
Pork — I saw them weigh the gold from this, 
and it amounted to a little over §5. The 
gold resembles that of Lower Fraser, but is 
much coarser and heavier. They have also 
struck diggings on one of the forks of Kettle 
River, and I saw several parties reporting 
prospects more or less rich in the country 
surrounding Rock Creek arid Similkameen 
[liver; but such reports must betaken for 
what they aro worth, when made by stran- 
gers, although undoubtedly, from appear- 
ances 'the country abounds in rich mineral 
hinds. 

With this hasty and imperfect sketch you 
must be content, for I have not lime to write 
more.

The Currency. 

EniToit British Colonist :— We are in- 
formed that the Upper House havo passed 
Franklin's Currency Bill, with some modi- 
fications—one of the principal features ol 
the bill, namely, the reduction of the sov- 
ereign to its legitimate par with the Ameri- 
can half-eagle being retained. 

The ill-advised proclamation of last 
year, which was intended to revolution- 
ize our decimal currency will be rescinded 
if this bill passes into law; and the British 
sovereign and the American half-eagle will 
once more enjoy a " fair liold and no favor." 

Every one knows that the appreciation of 
the sovereign by the Governor's proclama- 
tion caused but little disturbance in our 
monetary transactions, owing to the fact, 
that the people had already adopted the 
American decimal system both in coins and 
in money of account. The tendency, how- 
ever, of such a measure was lo withdraw 
from circulation a portion of the American 
gold and increase proportionally the num- 
ber of sovereigns which had become de- 
preciated in a foreign market lo the extent 
of two per cent. 

Hail our common money of account been 
£. s. d. instead of dollars and cents the in- 
jury to the community would have been felt 
more perceptibly, for prices would have 
risen much over three per cent, and ihe los- 
ses in retail transactions would Uvo buun 
frequent and burdensome. But the evil 
consequences usually attending an altera- 
lion in the standard of value, were, in the 
present instance, felt only by a few indivi- 
duals for the reason just given. 

The alep may have been taken, as of old 
with a view of enriching the public treas- 
ury, but we doubt very much whether the 
balance at the credit of our Treasurers Ex- 
change account (Ihc difference betwixt the 
rates at which sovereigns were received and 
paid at the Treasury) will be a fair set oil 
against the increased price which the Gov- 
ernment have paid for labor and commodi- 
ties contracted for during the past year. 

It is not difficult to predict, in a lew year.*, 
a ruinous depreciation of the currency of this 
colony, if we continue to offer a premium on 
the importation of sovereigns from California 
while we are without the means of replacing 
the worn-out coins by others of full weight. 
Our Government officials tell us that in a 
few years we shall have a branch of the 
Royal mint, and point to the assay office at 
New Weatruinstei as an earnest. [Query : 
Is that an Imperial Institution?] Perhaps, 
we shall; but we want lo know who will 
bear the' loss on these debased sterling 
coins when they are called in ! Will the 
master of the mint i-sue a bran new tore- 
rei"n for every light one tendered, or will 
he not rather charge the possessor with the 
deficiency of weight in addition to tho usual 
seniorage ? n 

If (according to the authority of Root. Hunt, 
keeper of tho mining records) three to four 
percent is a fair allowance lor the natural 
wear of the coins of Great Britain, which are 
constantly being replenished, what then will 
bo the ultimate loss on our sterling coins by 
the time we havo n mint 1 

Our commission merchants alrendy com- 
plain of tho high prices affixed 10 their 
foreign invoices, which is ohielly owing to 
the risk and delay attending sales In a new 
and distant country, but to tho present ex- 
orbitant figures we think it more than likoly 
thai tho Liverpool merchant will stick on 
an additional per centage when ho learns that 
his consignments to Vancouver Island aru 
paid for in a i lebased sterling currency. 

Regarding the other clauses of tho Cur- 
rency Bill in its modified form, lacking 
information, we cannot oiler an opinion, but 
we rather think that the dollar and cent 
have not been admitted bb legal monnj oj 
account Whloli, alter all, is tho desideratum 
most wanted in a currency bill fur Van- 
couver Island.
